How the N.U.M. Helps Smaller Firms 


By H. J. Gray, C.M.G., President of National Union of Manufacturers 


HE NATIONAL UNION includes firms of all sizes but a 
Tiare part of its membership consists of small and medium 

sized organizations. The Export Assistance Department of the 
National Union caters particularly for the latter. This department 
was founded in 1946 mainly with the object of helping members 
to solve the day to day problems which have to be faced by 
exporters. At the same time, the National Union deals with national 
issues and seeks to put forward constructive suggestions and 
criticisms to Government Departments and organizations concerned 
with export questions. 

Some 80 per cent. of the National Union’s members come within 
the category of firms employing 500 or less, and this category 
embraces many thousands of firms. Many of them make excellent 
products with a good export potential, but their resources will not 
run to large export departments with highly paid staff, capable 
of visiting overseas agents regularly in countries some of which 
are thousands of miles away. 


The Export Assistance Department, therefore, put forward the 
suggestions that greater use should be made of the General Export 
Merchants and Confirming Houses, and also that smaller firms 
should co-operate with larger ones who could act as foster firms. 
The larger firm will already have built up a network of overseas 
agents, which they can afford to visit regularly. The smaller firms, 
by making use of these services of larger firms, would get all the 
benefits of the latter at little cost. The National Union has given 
considerable publicity in the Trade Press to these two schemes 
which can so easily introduce smaller firms’ products to the world’s 
markets and it is encouraging to note that it is now generally 
appreciated how successful these two methods can be. 


The National Union has always recognized that firms cannot be 
expected to sell their goods at a loss in foreign markets solely for

the good of the country, but that they develop their export trade 
because exporting is both necessary and profitable. That this is true 
is proved by a quick glance at a few of the firms who are making 
rapid progress. All of them, it will be found, have a lively export 
trade. In September last year, therefore, the National Union pub- 
lished a pamphlet ‘Exporting is Profitable’ which was written chiefly 
for the benefit of the firms employing 500 or less who might be 
fearful of taking part in World Trade. The booklet faced up to 
the main problems and put forward various suggestions by which 
these problems could be overcome. 


This booklet created quite a stir and the work of the Export 
Department was almost doubled overnight. 


The National Union has built up, and continues to build up, a 
whole series of overseas contacts which are useful to members. In 
some countries, the Organization subscribes to overseas bodies 
whose sole interest is to increase the flow of British goods to that 
particular market by selecting suitable agents to handle British 
products, making representations at tariff inquiries on behalf of 
British Exporters, furnishing members of the National Union with 
local information when they visit the country, and generally giving 
assistance to firms anxious to take advantage of the services avail- 
able. In other countries, the National Union has appointed trade 
representatives, who fulfil much the same functions.

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From all these contacts, there is received a steady flow of agency 
inquiries, which are immediately duplicated and distributed to the 
nine Branches of the National Union in the provinces. The Branch 
Secretaries with their local knowledge are able speedily to contact 
members likely to be interested in the inquiry. If a member shows 
interest he receives a copy of the inquiry by post next day. 
Details of these ‘export openings’ are published in the next issue 
of the British Manufacturer under a box number so that every 
member has the opportunity of taking up the offer. 


The British Manufacturer carries a special section each month 
on export trade giving information about world trade, likely to be 
useful to members. Recently two special ‘Overseas Marketing 
Numbers’ have been published; the first in September 1959 was so 
successful that the second number was published in March 1960. 
Both numbers carried articles written by experts about the various 
techniques which members can successfully employ to increase their 
trade abroad. Both numbers had a noticeable impact on smaller 
firms who are members of the National Union and provoked a 
number of the larger firms to approach the Export Department for 
help and advice with their problems. 


The Export Department is in constant touch with the Export 
Services Branch and the Commercial Relations and Exports Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade from whom prompt and effective 
co-operation in all fields is obtained, which is very much appreci- 
ated by members of the National Union. 


It as the practice of the Department to seek to introduce members 
whenever possible to an expert who can help them solve a problem 
so that on the next occasion that a similar problem arises they 
know whom to consult at first hand; this is clearly preferable to 
acting as a ‘post office’, with inevitable delay and the possibility 
of misunderstanding. Moreover, personal discussions, if they can 
o arranged, are found to be much more rewarding than lengthy 
etters. 


The National Union has also established an Overseas Trade 
Committee which acts as a forum at which general problems facing 
members can be discussed, and as the nine Branches of the 
Organization are represented on this Committee, the National 
Union’s general export policy over the whole country can be co-or- 
dinated. This Committee reports to the Executive Council which 


meets monthly and takes any necessary policy decisions on export 
(or other) matters. 


As a national Organization speaking for British Industry, the 
National Union nominates representatives to committees dealing 
with the country’s export trade, whether such bodies are Govern- 
ment Committees or, like the Western Hemisphere Exports Council 
or the Export Council for Europe, are formed by private enter- 


= and are sponsored by such organizations as the National 
nion. 


The nine Branches of the National Union organize meetings so 
that local members can benefit from the advice of specialists in a 
particular field of exports, and can refer their export problems to 
a panel of experts and very often obtain the solution ‘off the cuff’. 
Meetings are also held at the Headquarters of the Organization 
so that members can obtain at first hand information about the 
potential for their products in World Markets from visitors from 
overseas. 


This brief report of the work of the Export Assistance Depart- 
ment of the National Union has, of necessity, been written in 
broad terms, but the importance of the work of the Department 
will be readily appreciated when it is remembered that if additional 
export trade is to be obtained in order to bring about the necessary 
improvement in this country’s balance of payments position, much 
of this increase must necessarily come from the efforts of those 
smaller and medium sized firms ‘hee still have capacity to develop 
their overseas trade but who lack the knowledge and resources to 
exploit this unaided.

R. HAROLD MACMILLAN, the Prime Minister, Lord 
M tiome: the Foreign Secretary, Mr. Reginald Maudling, Presi- 

dent of the Board of Trade, Lord Hailsham, the Minister 
of Science, and other members of the Government were among 
those present at the opening last Friday of the Soviet Fair at 
Earl’s Court. Chairman at the ceremony was Mr. M. V. Nesterov, 
President of the Chamber of Commerce of the U.S.S.R. 


In a speech of welcome Mr. Maudling said ‘A few weeks ago in 
Moscow, I had the honour of opening the British Trade Fair. I 
was very happy to do so because I believed that that British Fair 
was a fine exhibition of modern British products and that it would 
therefore contribute greatly to trade between our two countries. 
I am confident the high hopes that have been placed in the results 
of the British Fair will not be disappointed and that the efforts of 
the organizers and exporters will be duly rewarded. 


‘And now we have the Soviet Fair in London which is the 
counterpart of our fair in Moscow. I am very happy on behalf of 
the British Government to welcome Mr. Nesterov, the President of 
the All-Union Chamber of Commerce, and Mr. Patolichev, the 
Minister of Foreign Trade of the Soviet Union, who is to declare 
the exhibition open. 


‘We have been looking forward to this fair with keen anticipation. 
We know that we shall see many outstanding examples of the 
development of the Soviet economy and of the achievements of 
Soviet science. I hope that as many people as possible will visit the 
Fair and see these things for themselves. 


‘There can to my mind be no doubt that the expansion of trade 
between our two countries will be of great benefit to our peoples. 
There are many things which we can exchange. There are the 
traditional British imports from the Soviet Union, such as timber, 
grain and fur skins. There are our traditional exports of machinery. 
But on both sides, 1 am sure, there are many new products — 
machinery, equipment, chemicals, tools and consumer goods—which 
will be welcome and valuable in one another’s markets. The pur-

Declaring the fair open, Mr. N. S. Patolichey, Soviet Minister 
of Foreign Trade, said: 


“Our exhibition has the purpose of telling about the Soviet 
people, their industrial, scientific and cultural achievements. We 
feel there are vast untapped potentialities for even greater expan- 
sion of Soviet-British trade.’ 

The Soviet Fair, like the British Trade Fair in Moscow, is being 
held under the joint sponsorship of the All-Union Chamber of 
Commerce of the U.S.S.R. and the Association of British Chambers 
of Commerce and is organized by the All-Union Chamber of Com- 
merce in conjunction with Industrial & Trade Fairs Ltd. 


Major Yuri Gagarin, the Russian space pioneer, gave a Press 
Conference at the Fair on Tuesday as part of the programme of 
his visit to London which coincided with the Fair. Yesterday he 
was received by the Prime Minister at the House of Commons. 

The Fair is not confined to showing what the Soviet Union has 
to sell to the United Kingdom. Visitors are also able to see some- 
thing of the way of life of the people of the Soviet Union. Of the 
22 halls, ten are devoted to Soviet achievements in the spheres of 
education, culture and the social services. 


The designer of the Fair, which has cost approximately a million 
pounds, and is the largest Soviet Fair ever held overseas, have 
certainly provided London, at the height of the tourist season, with 
a magnificent spectacle. A sight of the Cosmos Hall alone is worth 
the trip and even the hardened trade fair visitor should be stirred 
by seeing our own planet set in its place with its own man made 
satellites, and the moon and stars against a sombre, even awesome 
conception of outer space. 

The other halls devoted to optics, the atom and construction halls 
are nearly as spectacular, containing elaborate intricate scale models 
of factories, hydro electric plants and entire townships which should 
intrique every visitor. 

One of the biggest surprises for the British, as a leading shipping 
(and boating and sailing) nation, is sure to be the model of the 
hydrofoil power driven passenger launch which has been in opera- 
tion for quite a while on the Moscow river. It claims a speed of 
up to 40 knots. 

Coming back to earth— and trade, some of the consumer goods 
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and their prices are interesting. Senior Export and Import Company 
Limited of London who have eight shops and kiosks at the fair say 
they are responsible for a majority of the Soviet consumer goods 
imported into Britain. The existing quotas cover toys, cameras, 
watches and clocks, optical goods, musical instruments, handi- 
crafts and fancy goods, sparkling Georgian wines, liqueurs and 
brandies, perfumes, ceramics and educational products representing 
more than 1,000 separate items. 


Replica of Gagarin’s Watch on Sale 


The most exciting of the Soviet watches and clocks on sale at 
the fair is the ‘Vostok’, an exact replica of the watch made for 
and worn by Major Yuri Gagarin, the first man in space. One 
thousand models are on sale — each has the word ‘Vostok’ and a 
rocket on the watch face. It is an 18 jewelled lever gold plated 
anti-shock slim model with sweep second hand which will retail at 
15 guineas. Ladies’ watches will sell from £7 10s. The cheapest 
man’s watch is £6 14s. 


There are many varieties of toys, from clockwork models of 
airports and speedboats, to hand carved traditional toys, which 
have been used by Russian children for centuries. There are soft 
dolls showing the inhabitants of each of the fifteen Soviet Republics 
in their traditional costume; there are nests of painted wooden 
dolls, each one enclosing a smaller replica of itself and holding 
twelve in all, from one-eighth to eight inches (25s. 6d.). 

Pride of place for their originality might go to the series of 
beautifully painted animals — birds, dogs, cats, a horse — all of 
which are painted in their authentic colours and each of which 
give its authentic call. Each bird reproduces its own song and the 
horse has a neighing sound which is likely to echo in many a home 
in the months to come (from 15s. 6d.). 


The Soviet books — children’s tales by Tolstoy and Pushkin 
among them — are carefully produced, beautifully illustrated and 
are wonderful value. 


The perfumes and male toiletries — the Riga, Leningrad and 
Moscow perfumes and the Cosmonaut toiletries — range in price 
from six shillings to five guineas. The Cosmonaut range of after- 
shave lotions and toilet waters is sold in mist spray containers. This 
range was specially prepared for sale in the United Kingdom. 


The perfumes use raw materials and essential oils from all parts 
of the U.S.S.R. — the Cosmonaut pine bath essence is made of 
crushed fir and pine needles from Siberia. The names Riga, Moscow 
and Leningrad refer to the areas in which the perfumes were 
made and packed. 


In addition to perfumes there is a wide range of eaux-de-cologne. 
In all more than fifty different perfumes are available and the range 
includes a series of gift boxes — perfume, eau-de-cologne, perfumed 
soap and talcum powder — which are intended for the Christmas 
trade. 

At the moment four cameras are imported by Senior Export and 
Import Company Limited— all are 35 mm. models and comprise 
a panoramic model, the Smena 2, the Start and the Leningrad. 
(Leningrad £83 12s. 6d., Panoramic £27 10s., Start £87 15s., Smena 2 
£12 15s.) 

The panoramic camera exposes three frames of 35 mm. film 
and has a lens aperture of 105°. The Start is a reflex camera and 
the Leningrad is distinguished by a semi-robot shutter — ten 
exposures can be made without having to wind on the film, which 
is done automatically. 

Wines, liqueurs and brandies already on sale in Britain are 
distributed by Joseph Travers and Sons Ltd., 119, Cannon Street, 
London, E.C.4. The table wines come from Crimea where there are 
well known vineyards. Three types are sold in Britain — Tsinandali 1, 
Gardzaani 3, and Mukuzani 4 — and they cost from 7s. 6d. a bottle. 
They are the best of the Russian dry wines and have matured 
for 2 to 3 years. The Armenian brandies have matured from between 
six and seven years and twelve to fourteen years and are comparable 
with a seventy degree proof European variety. 

British visitors to the Fair will find an impressive and interesting 
range of exhibits. The organizers are to be congratulated on these 
achievements, and we wish them every success in their efforts to 
make Soviet products better known to British industry and the 
British public. 
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Visit of Japanese Foreign Minister 


THE fF OREIGN OFFICE announced on July 8 that Mr. Zentaro 
Kosaka, the Minister for Foreign Affairs of Japan, paid a visit to 
the United Kingdom from July 5 to July 8 at the invitation of H.M. 
Government. During his stay Mr. Kosaka had discussions with 
Mr. Harold Macmillan, the Prime Minister; Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer; Lord Home, the Foreign Secretary; 
Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, and other 
leading members of the British Government. 


In the course of these talks, which were conducted in a most 
friendly atmosphere, a frank exchange of views took place on the 
general international situation, as well as on various current prob- 
lems of mutual concern. The two Foreign Ministers noted with 
satisfaction that their assessment of the international situation was in 
general agreement. 


_ The two Ministers reaffirmed that the policy of the two nations 
is to strengthen the authority of the United Nations and to establish 
a lasting world peace based on freedom and justice. They agreed 
that, as influential members of the Free World, the two countries 
should co-operate more closely, thus strengthening the ties between 
Japan and the United Kingdom and the solidarity of the Free World. 


To this end, the two Ministers agreed to work for an expansion of 
trade, for the early conclusion of a Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation, and for the encouragement of measures likely to pro- 
mote mutual understanding between leading industrialists and 
businessmen in the two countries. They also agreed to strengthen 
the cultural ties between the two countries on the basis of the 
Anglo-Japanese Cultural Agreement. They agreed to work together 
to broaden their technical and economic co-operation with newly- 
emergent countries. 


The two Ministers expressed gratification that friendly relations 
between the two countries have greatly developed in recent years, 
and they noted with pleasure that this bond of friendship was 
strengthened even further by Foreign Minister Kosaka’s visit to the 
United Kingdom. They undertook to exchange information and 
views on a regular basis on important international problems of 
mutual concern. 


Polish Ministers to Visit United Kingdom 
in October 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that the Polish Ministers, Mr. S. 
Jedrychowski, Chairman of the Commission for Economic Planning 
of the Council of Ministers, and Mr. W. Trampezynski, Minister of 
Foreign Trade, have accepted an invitation from the President 
to visit the United Kingdom in October, 1961, as the guests of 
H.M. Government.

Pre-war Insurance and Re-insurance Contracts with 
Germany 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have laid before Parliament the draft 
of the Insurance Contracts (War Settlement) (Germany), Order, 
1961. This Draft Order would give effect to an Agreement between 
H.M. Government and the Government of the Federal Republic 
of Germany, and would come into operation three months after 
ratification of the Agreement, which was made on January 28, 
1960, and related to insurar.ce and reinsurance contracts and treaties 
made before the last war.

NOTE : 

After the war provisions dealing with these contracts and treaties 
were drafted and agreed by the British insurance market and the insur- 
ance industry of Germany. These provisions were subsequently incor- 
porated in an inter-Governmental Agreement with Germany and this 
Order in Council vould give legal effect to it in the United Kingdom. 
The corresponding German legislation has already been passed. 

In the case of reinsurance the broad principle followed is that the 
contracts and treaties should be regarded as having terminated when the 
parties became enemies. On the other hand the provisions dealing with 
direct insurance are based on the principle that direct contracts between 
insurer and insured should be assumed to have remained intact. Life 
assurances and, subject to certain conditions, other insurance contracts 
are therefore to be treated as not having been dissolved by the parties 
to those contracts having become enemies as a result of war. 

Losses due to belligerent action are specifically excluded under Section 
14 of the Agreement. 


Pilot Assurance Company Limited

pursuant to Section 14(3) of the Insurance Companies Act, 1958, to 
investigate the affairs of Pilot Assurance Company Limited, has been 
published, and copies of the report may be obtained from Her 
Majesty’s Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, 
or through any bookseller (price Is.

Building Research Station’s New Laboratory 


THE NEW materials laboratory at the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research’s Building Research Station at Garston, 
Watford, Herts, was opened by Sir Harry Melville, Secretary of 
the D.S.L.R., on July 7. 


In scope the Station's research programme is wide, dealing with 
the problems facing the architect, the engineer and builder, and 
with the need of the users of buildings as well as the development 
and use of materials. 
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Monopolies Commission Report on the Tobacco Industry 


THE MONOPOLIES Commission’s report on the supply of 
cigarettes and tobacco and cigarette and tobacco machinery has 
been published by H.M. Stationery Office, and covers the supply of 
(a) cigarettes and manufactured cigarette and pipe tobacco, and (b) 
machinery for the manufacture or packaging of cigarettes or of 
cigarette or pipe tobacco. 

Two references were made to the Monopolies Commission on 
November 29, 1956, and as the two subjects were closely connected 
the Commission have dealt with them both in one report. 


The Commission find that the Imperial Tobacco Co. (of Great 
Britain and Ireland) Ltd. supply nearly two-thirds of the total home 
supplies <a and tobacco (their share was 63.4 per cent. in 
1959 and declined each year from 78.8 per cent. in 1955). At 
the time of the report no other manufacturer was found to be 
supplying as much as one-third of the total home supplies, although 
Gallaher Ltd. were not far below that figure (their share having 
oo year by year from 11.2 per cent. in 1954 to 29.3 per cent. in 

Imperial have financial interests in two other tobacco manufac- 
turers, the British-American Tobacco Co. Ltd. (which does not 
supply the home market) and Gallaher Ltd. The company also 
controls, through its subsidiary, Ardath (U.K.), Ltd. the manufacture 
and sale of Ardath brands in the home market. 


The largest supplier of cigarette and tobacco machinery is the 
Molins Machine Co. Ltd., in which Imperial and British-American 
Tobacco each holds 25 per cent. of the equity. Of total home 
supplies of machinery in 1958 56.5 per cent. was supplied by the 
Molins Machine Co. Ltd. and 40.5 per cent. was supplied to 
Imperial. No other manufacturer supplies, nor does any other user 
take, as much as one-third of the total United Kingdom supplies. 


The main conclusions and recommendations of the Commission 
are:— 


Cigarettes and tobacco 


(i) the monopoly position of Imperial, as such, does not oper- 

= against the public interest nor may it be expected to 
O $0; 

(ii) the retention by Imperial of its shareholding in Gallaher 
operates and may be expected to operate against the public 
interest. The Commission recommend that Imperial should 
divest itself of any direct or indirect financial interest in 
Gallaher; 

(iii) Imperial’s practice of allowing a bonus to distributors con- 
ditional on the grant to the company of a proportion of 
their display facilities operates and may be expected to 


operate against the public interest. The Commission recom- 
mend that 


(a) Imperial should terminate its existing Bonus Agree- 
ments, 

(b) any bonus or allowance granted to a distributor by 
any tobacco manufacturer, whether by written agreement or 
otherwise, should in future be related solely to that distri- 
butor’s turnover in the products of the manufacturer con- 
cerned, 

(c) any such bonus or allowance should be completely 
dissociated from the grant of continuing advertising or 
display facilities by distributors (special arrangements for 
“campaign” advertising are in the Commission’s view in a 
different category and unobjectionable), 

(d) no tobacco manufacturer should in future enter into 
an arrangement with a distributor the effect of which is that 
if the distributor advertises a competing product he must 
also advertise that manufacturer’s product. 


Machinery 
Neither the monopoly position of the Molins Machine Co. 

Ltd. nor ihe position of Imperial as the preponderant buyer nor 

any things done by either company in this connection operate or 

may be expected to operate against the public interest. 

The report is unanimous, subject to a note of dissent by Professor 
G. C. Allen in relation to resale price maintenance. The Com- 
mission conclude that on balance of a number of considerations, 
and so long as competition between manufacturers continues on 
the present scale, this practice is not against the public interest in 
the cigarette and tobacco industry. Professor Allen disagrees with 
this conclusion and considers that the practice should be abolished 
in this industry. 

One member of the Commission, Dr. L. T. M. Gray, did not take 
part in the inquiry because of his connections with the machinery 
industry. Another member, Mr. Ashton W. Roskill, Q.C., did not 
take part because he was only appointed to the Commission during 
the closing stages of the inquiry.

THE GOLD and convertible currency reserves fell by £47 million to 
stand at £990 million on June 30, 1961. 
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Colombo Plan’s Ten Years of Progress 


ON JULY 1, the countries taking part in the Colombo Plan cele- 
brated the completion of ten years of planned co-operative 
economic development in South and South East Asia. Since 1951 the 
Commonwealth founder members (Australia, Canada, Ceylon, 
India, New Zealand, Pakistan and the United Kingdom, together 
with Malaya and the Borneo territories) have been joined by ten 
other countries, Cambodia, Laos, Vietnam, the United States, 
Berma, Nepal, Indonesia, Japan, the Philippines and Thailand, and 


the Federation of Malaya and the State of Singapore have become 
full members. 


The member countries in south and south-east Asia accept 
independent responsibility for carrying out their separate develop- 
ment plans, meeting annually with the other niember countries in a 
Consultative Committee to report progress and discuss problems. 
The Committee has no central funds and no executive functions. 
Financial and technical assistance is arranged bilaterally between 
the countries which need it and those able to supply it. A small 
Colombo Plan Bureau in Colombo, with a staff of about 25 and 
annual expenses amounting to about £37,000, keeps records of 
capital and technical assistance and promotes publicity about the 
Colombo Plan. 


Capital assistance offered to countries in the region between 
1950 and mid-1960 amounted to over £2,800 million; in addition 
the International Bank for Reconstruction and Development lent 
nearly £340 million in the same period. (International Bank loans 
are not regarded as ‘Colombo Plan Aid’, but are taken into 
account by the Consultative Committee in its review of resources 
available to the area. Representatives of the bank attend meetings 
of the committee.) Technical assistance to the region totalled over 
£46 million between 1950 and mid-1960, and included the provision 
of 1,729 experts (1,910 by December 1960), 15,116 training places 
(17,159) and equipment worth £9.5 million. 

Speaking at Lancaster House, London, on July 5, the Duke of 
Edinburgh said that the Plan stands as one of the most successful 
and effective instruments for human co-operation and progress ever 
devised in any part of the world. 


‘There have been plans before, the Duke said, ‘and there has 
been economic help before but never organized in quite the way 
which the architects of the Colombo Plan devised. The system of 
mutual assistance and co-operation, the idea that offers of money 
and technical training should be pooled; the idea that development 
programmes should be prepared and help for specific undertakings 
negotiated with other members; all this was essential if the par- 
ticular problems of the area were to be taken into account.’ 


Although the Plan was a thoroughly international one now, the 
Duke hoped that those members who were not in the Common- 
wealth would not mind if he referred to the fact that it had been 
started by the Commonwealth countries. ‘In fact I believe the whole 
conception of the Plan owes a great deal to the Commonwealth’, 
he continued. ‘For instance that all members are equal round the 
table, even though some are better off than others; the idea that 
mutual assistance does not imply mutual interference; the realiza- 
tion that offers of technical help or training for technicians need 
not be instruments of propaganda. This is all taken for granted 
now; the Commonwealth countries understood it in 1950.’ 


New ‘Creep of Steel’ Laboratory 


THE ELECTRICAL Research Association’s new ‘Creep of Steel’ 
laboratory at Leatherhead, Surrey, was opened last week by Dr. 
Charles Sykes. Research there will be concerned with improvements 
in the efficiency of the generation of electricity, primarily in steam- 
driven turbo-alternator sets. The provision of new facilities is the 
latest stage in an investigation which has developed over a period 
of nearly forty years. 
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Imports of Watch Cases from Relaxation 
and Dollar Areas 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce by Notice to Importers No. 
978, dated July 7, that a quota of £250,000 c.i.f. has been established 
for imports of watch cases from the Relaxation and Dollar Areas in 
the period to June 30, 1962. The new quota replaces the previous 
licensing arrangements which applied to imports from certain 
countries in the Relaxation Area. 


The quota covers imports from all countries outside the Scheduled 
Territories other than: 

Albania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Germany (Soviet Zone), 
Hungary, Japan, North Korea, North Vietnam, the People’s 
Republic of China, Poland, Roumania, and the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 


Consideration will be given, in the first instance, to applications 
from holders of licences under previous arrangements. 


Applications will also be considered from other importers having 
a substantial interest in the watch trade, and applicants under this 
paragraph must indicate the grounds upon which they base a claim 
for a share in the watch case quota. 


Applications, which should be made on form TIP/A (or ILB/ A), 
must reach the Board of Trade, Tariff and Import Policy Division, 
Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, not later than July 17, 1961. 
Page 1 should be completed; on page 2, question 2 should be 
answered and the c.i.f. value of the licence required should be 
stated; on page 3 and copies, only the applicants name and address 
and the description of goods (Watch cases) must be entered. Appli- 
cants who wish to safeguard themselves against risk of loss of 
their applications in transmission should send them by Registered 
Post or Recorded Delivery Service. 

Licences will be valid for imports up to June 30, 1962. 


Applicants are reminded that any person who intentionally or 
recklessly makes any false statement or furnishes any document or 
declaration false in a material particular for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an import licence is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 and/or 
a term of imprisonment, not exceeding six months. In addition the 
import licence will be void from the date of issue and any goods 
imported under it will be liable to forfeiture under the Customs Acts. 


Extension of Transferred Charge and Credit Card 
Facility 


THE GENERAL Post Office announce that the transfered charge 
and credit card facility is now available in the telephone service 
between the United Kingdom and Ecuador, Japan, Korea, Marian 
Islands (Guam), Philippines, and Ryuku Islands (Okinawa). 

For Korea and Ryuku Islands the transferred charge service 
only applies to calls incoming to this country. 


The charge for calls to this country, which are accepted for 
payment here, will be higher than for calls made from this 
country; they will be approximately the same as would be paid 
abroad for ordinary calls, i.e. Weekdays £5 5s., Sundays £4 4s. for a 
call of three minutes duration.

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World Exports of Manufactures, January-March 1961 


PROVISIONAL FIGURES are given below of the exports of 
manufactures* in January-March 1961 by the main manufacturing 
countries other than Soviet Russia, the Eastern European Countries 
and China. These are subject to revision as more complete informa- 
tion becomes available. 


World exports of manufactures were in aggregate higher in the 
first quarter of 1961 than a year earlier. The increase (4 per cent.) 
was less than in the fourth quarter of 1960, and exports in the 


first quarter were only some 2 per cent. above the quarterly average 


of 1960. Exports of manufactures from France, Belgium-Luxem- 
bourg and Canada failed to reach the levels of a year earlier and 
those from Sweden were very little higher. The largest proportionate 
increases were recorded by Italy (16 per cent.) and Switzerland (13 
per cent.), but the United States, Germany, the Netherlands and 
Japan all recorded increases between 7 and 12 per cent. United 
Kingdom exports of manufactures were 24 per cent more than a 


year earlier.

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Trends in European Trade and Production 


THE LATEST seasonally adjusted figures of European trade 
published by the Organization for European Economic Co-opera- 
tion are given in the tables below. 

The general recovery in exports by the Western European coun- 
tries which began in the fourth quarter of 1960 was maintained in 
the first quarter of 1961. Exports from France which were 5 per 
cent. greater by value in the first quarter of 1961 than in the pre- 
ceding quarter, remained, however, below the level attained in the 
first quarter of 1960. Exports from the United Kingdom have fol- 
lowed very much the same pattern as those from Western Europe 
as a whole throughout the period from the fourth quarter of 1959. 

Imports into the Western European countries in total continued 
to increase in the first quarter of 1961 at much the same rate as in 
the last three quarters of the previous year. The quarter to quarter 
changes in imports continued to be very varied between countries; 
although imports by the European Economic Community countries 
and by Western Europe as a whole increased, those into Germany, 
France and the United Kingdom fell. 

The de-seasonalized figures for the individual countries included 
in these tables do not add up to the independently calculated figure

Basic Materials Cheaper in June 


THE SLIGHT EASING of certain commodity prices which was 
becoming apparent towards the end of May continued last month 
and the upward movement shown by the price index for basic 
materials and fuel since the beginning of the year was arrested. 
The provisional figures for June showed a return to the level of 
last December. Prices of manufactured products appeared to 
indicate a slower rate of increase than in earlier months, but there 


are no signs of a halt in the overall rising trend of these industry 
selling prices. 


Basic Materials and Fuel 


In spite of an increase in the fuel index, caused by the recent 
increase in electricity prices, provisional figures for the overall 
index at Table | show a fall from 101.5 to 101.1. This is to be 
attributed mainly to lower prices for raw jute, rubber, rosin, 
groundnuts, imported jute piece goods and canvas sacks, non- 


ferrous metals, and hides and skins, which more than outweighed 
slight increases in the price of tin ingots and some items of food and 
drink materials. 


Materials and Fuel used in Broad Sectors of Industry 


Although the June index number for the food manufacturing 
industries is provisionally rounded up to 94 (1954=100), there was 
little change in prices of imported food materials, and the lower 
prices for home-grown wheat, vegetable and animal oils and pack- 
ing materials large counteracted the effect of higher prices for 
maize, bacon-factory pigs and electricity. The two engineering 
indices show little overall change during the month, but it should 
be borne in mind that the recent increase in iron and steel prices 
only dates from June 19. Other constituent items showing increases

were tin ingots, cardboard boxes and lubricants, while the rise in 
electricity costs affected both indices, but more particularly that 
for mechanical engineering. These rises were, however, counterbal- 
anced by lower prices of rubber, brass ingots, copper and brass 
semi-finished products, zinc and lead. The index for textile materials 
showed a drop of 1.4 points in June. This was mainly due to the

Output Indices — All Manufactured Products 


The provisional price index for all manufactured products sold 
to the home market, shown as 115.5 (1954=100) for June in Table 
2, indicates an increase of only 0.1 per cent. over the revised 
estimate for May. This relative easing off in the rate of upward 
trend in the general level of output prices, which has averaged 0.2

Although the pattern of price increases appeared less pronounced 
in June, the full effect of the approximately 2 per cent. higher 
tobacco prices announced in the second week of the month will 
not be entirely reflected until July. The general increase of about 
1 per cent. in iron and steel prices from June 19 has had only a 
slight effect upon the index of all manufactured products which 
mainly measures the price level of finished goods. Indirect effects 
of the higher steel prices may be reflected later, however, as the 
higher costs of iron and steel become incorporated to a varying 
extent in the selling prices of other products. Other manufactured 
goods showing mainly small price increases in June included cloth- 
ing, metal goods, lubricating oils, paint, and certain leather and 
rubber goods, but lower prices in the products of the textile and 
food manufacturing industries and cheaper non-ferrous metal goods 
largely offset the effect of price increases in the overall index.

Orders in the Textile and Clothing Industries 


THE VOLUME of orders on hand at the end of May in the tex- 
tile and clothing industries considered as a group was 2 per cent. 
less than at the end of April and 7 per cent. less than at the end of 
May 1960. Compared with a year earlier deliveries were 10 per cent. 
less and the rate of receipt of new orders 16 per cent. less but 
Whitsun fell in June last year. There are, of course, marked seasonal 
fluctuations in demand in the textile and clothing industries, and 
sharp month to month changes in the rate at which orders are 
received should not, by themselves, be taken to imply similar sharp 
changes in production; they may, for example, lead to changes in 
the length of order books or the level of stocks.

Production in the Made-up Clothing Industry

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Output of the Wool Textile Industry 


THE VOLUME Of production in the wool textile industry in May 
was 8 per cent. less than a year earlier but this comparison is 
affected by the changing date of Whitsun. 

Figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics show 
that if allowance is made for the Whitsun holidays the rate of pro- 
duction of tops was 2 per cent. more than in May 1960 and the rate 
of consumption of wool | per cent less.

Power Station Equipment for Australia 


Two contracts worth together approximately £150,000 have been 
received by A. Reyrolle & Co. Ltd., of Hebburn, from the Hydro 
Electric Commission, Tasmania for the Poatina Hydro Electric 
Power Station. These contracts were received in the face of strong 
continental competion. The first is for eight 220kV 5000 MVA air 
blast circuit breakers, current transformers and ancillary equipment. 
The other is for thirteen 110 kV 3500 MVA small oil volume 
circuit breakers with current transformers and ancillary equipment. 


Railway Equipment for Overseas 


Metropolitan-Cammell Carriage & Wagon Co. Ltd. announce that 
Jamaica, Hong Kong, the Sudan and Pakistan are four countries 
from which they have recently received contracts. For the Jamaica 
Railway Corporation, Metro-Cammell are to build 17 diesel railcars. 
Each car will be powered by a Rolls-Royce six-cylinder engine with 
their twin-disc type transmission driving through both axles of one 
bogie. ‘The contract provides for 12 second class cars, each seating 
83 passengers, and five composite cars which will each provide 
20 first class and 58 second class seats and a small buffet to provide 
light refreshments. The Hong Kong Government Railway have 
placed an order with Metro-Cammell for 23 carriages for the British 
Section of the Kowloon-Canton Railway. This is considered to be an 
important and valuable contract in view of the strategic situation of 
this railway as a ‘shop-window’ for China. These 23 carriages comprise 
seven bogie first class coaches, 11 bogie third class coaches and five 
bogie third class luggage and brake vans. For the Sudan a further 23 
catriage underframes with bogies and 35 wagon underframes with 
bogies are now in production. Production is also in full swing 
against an order for 1,000 covered goods wagons for Pakistan and a 
further order for 35 goods brake vans has been received. 


Drainage and Irrigation Project in British Guiana 


Pauling Co. (Overseas) Ltd., of London, announce that they have 
been awarded a contract to the value of $8,500,000 by the Government 
of British Guiana for the construction of the Tapakuma Drainage 
and Irrigation project. When completed, rice farmers on the 
Essequibo Coast will have an assured supply of irrigation water and 
in times of heavy rainfall they will have greater protection against 
flooding. In addition the scheme will enable a further 15,000 acres 
of land to be put under cultivation. The firm have just completed 
the Black Bush Polder Drainage and Irrigation Project in British 
Guiana. This contract was valued at $11,500,000 and was sub- 
stantially finished in three years, one year less than contract time. 
Sir Wiliam Halcrow & Partners of London are the Consulting 
Engineers to the Government of British Guiana responsible for the 
design and supervision of both projects.

The new buildings for 
which this steelwork was supplied comprise the major part of the 
whole wo'ks re-planned by the London architects, Devereux & 
Davies, of Gower Street, London, and directed through their Port-of- 
Spain offices whilst the consulting engineers for the contract were 
Clarke, Nicholls & Marcell, of London, also operating through their 
local Port-cf-Spain office. When the whole scheme is completed, the 
General Huspital will be one of the largest, most modern and best 
equipped hespitals in the whole Caribbean area. 


Dust Plant for Overseas Countries 


Ambuco Ltd., London, announced recently that in their first 
full year of operation, they have obtained contracts for the supply 
of various types of their dust control plant in Germany, Turkey, 
Belgium, The Phillipines, Austria, Australia and Portugal. Ambuco 
Lid. is a member of the Gold Fields Mining & Industrial Group. 
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Six K51 fork lift trucks leaving the Wednesfield works of Yale and 

Towne bound for Singapore. Part of an order of 34 for the Harbour 

Board, these trucks have 6,000 Ib. lifting capacity to a height of 130 ins. 
and are fitted with overhead canopy guards. 


Jet Engine Test Plant for Air India International 


A complete jet engine test plant rated for engines of up to 30,000 Ib. 
thrust is shortly to be installed at Air India International’s engine 
maintenance base at Santa Cruz Airport, Bombay. Designed by 
Heenan & Froude Ltd., the new plant will include inlet and exhaust 
soundproofing by Cullum Detuners Ltd., and it is claimed that on 
completion it will be the most advanced plant of its kind in India. 
It will be used primarily for testing the Rolls-Royce Conway 508 
engine. 


Overseas Orders for Motor Cycles 


Norton Motors Ltd., of Birmingham, announced recently that 
export sales of Birmingham-made Norton motor cycles have incre ased 
by a third during the past five months, and American business alone 
has more than doubled in the same period. 


Bus Chassis for South Africa 


A.E.C. Ltd., announced recently that with the latest order, which 
represents a value of £350,000, sales of British-built A.E.C. vehicles 
in South Africa over tha past few weeks have rocketed to a new 
record level of £1,570,000. Also secured is another substantial repeat 
order, the second this year, for A.E.C. ‘Reliance’ underfloor-engined 
passenger chassis and sets, from Uniao de Transportadores para 
Importacao e Comercio Lda. of Lisbon. 


Trucks for Malaya 


After receiving over £400,000 of vehicle orders from Malaya in 
recent months, Albion Motors Ltd., of Glasgow (a member of the 
Leyland Group) have gained another big order from the Malaya 
Public Works Department, valued at over £} million. The new 
contract calls for 190 Albion Chieftain chassis with Edbro-B. & E. 
three-way tipping gear and 50 six-wheeled Albion Reiver chassis 
of the twin-driven rear-axle type, with Edbro-B & E. end-tipping 
gear. Dumping bodies will be fitted to the chassis on arrival in 
Malaya, where they will be used mainly on road building projects. 


Printing Works for Nigeria 

A contract to design and equip a printing works at Lagos, 
Nigeria, has been awarded to E. G. Irwin & Partners, engineering 
consultants, of London. The firm has also been appointed procure- 
ment agents for the plant, materials and services required in the 
operation of the printing works. The works is the former Federal 
Government printing plant, and is being prepared by the Nigerian 
National Press, a company owned by the Federal Government of 
Nigeria, for printing English-language daily and weekly newspapers 
and also illustrated magazines.

Traw! Winches for Russia 


Clarke, Chapman & Co. Ltd., of Gateshead, announced recently 
that they have received an order to supply trawl winches for four 
Russian fish factory vessels building in Denmark. The company 
have been manufacturing trawl winches for many years. 


Pye Instrument Landing System for Poland 


It has been announced by Pye Telecommunications Ltd., of Cam- 
bridge, that the Polish Government have placed an order with 
them for a Pye instrument landing system for use at Okecia, the 
Warsaw International Airport. This will be the first instrument land- 
ing system ever to be employed in Poland, providing a radio- 
navigational aid which will enable western aircraft to land safely 
in conditions of bad visibility. There are now 133 Pye instrument 
landing systems installed at airfields throughout the world and this 
includes 13 installations at airports in Eastern Europe. 


Crushing Plant for Mauritius 


Frederick Parker Ltd., Leicester, have received an order for 
another crushing, screening and storage plant from Mauritius which 
is to help in the rebuilding of property damaged during a cyclone 
which hit the island last year. The order, worth about £20,000, was 
secured through the firm’s agents in Mauritius, Blyth Brothers. This 
is the third installation to be supplied by F. Parker Ltd. to firms 
in Mauritius during recent months. The plant will be used in the 
manufacture of concrete blocks and for large housing projects 
which are being undertaken as a result of damage caused by the 
cyclone. In addition, crushed materials will be produced to meet the 
requirements of major civil engineering projects which include 
road and bridge construction, and the reconstruction and extension 
of the airport runways. 


Extrusion Line for Western Germany 


A vertical continuous vulcanization line for covering heavy cable 
with rubber sheathing is to be supplied by Fawcett Preston, a 
company in the Metal Industries Group, to Rheinische Draht und 
Kabelwerke of Cologne. This will be the first line of its type to be 
erected in Western Germany. 


Tipping Trucks for Goa, Portuguese India 


A fleet of twelve A.E.C. ‘Monarch’ tipping lorries will soon go 
into service On mining operations in Goa, Portuguese India. These 
trucks, which will be the first A.E.C. vehicles in the territory, will 
be subjected to unusually severe operating conditions and will be 
specially reinforced to withstand heavy loading by mechanical 
shovels. All-metal cabs will be supplied by Bonallack and Edbro-B. 
& E. Tippers Ltd. will fit the bodies and tipping gear. 


Seaweed for U.S.A. 


The Northern Ireland firm of Ulster Vitamins Ltd. of Glenarm, 
Co. Antrim, have received an order from Hathaways Allied Pro- 
ducts of Los Angeles, for five tons of dulse, a dried seaweed which 
is eaten only in Northern Ireland and parts of Scotland. United 
States health food experts think that dulse has an element which 
may help in easing hardened arteries, and medico-chemists in 
America are using iodine derivations in the treatment of this con- 
dition, the iodine being one of the important properties of dulse. 


Steel and Spun Iron Pipes for Trinidad 


Contracts worth £510,000 for the supply of steel and spun iron 
water main pipes for Trinidad have been awarded jointly to Stewarts 
and Lioyds Ltd., and Stanton Ironworks Co. Ltd. The orders, for 
the Trinidad Works Department Supplementary Water Scheme, 
were obtained against world-wide advertised tender. The spun iron 
pipes will be manufactured at Stanton near Nottingham and the 
bulk of the steel pipes and fittings at Stewarts and Lloyds British 
Works at Coatbridge, Lanarkshire. The Victualic Co. Ltd. which, 
like the Stanton Co. is part of the Stewarts and Lloyds Group, will 
supply Viking Johnson couplings for the steel tubes. The spun iron 
pipes will have Tyton flexible joints. Between 55 and 60 miles of 
mains, varying from 4in. to 30in. diameter, are covered by the 
order which is designed to ease the water supply problem of the 
istands of Trinidad and Tobago. 
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Seawater Distillation Plant for Kuwait 


G. & J. Weir Ltd., Glasgow engineers, are to install another of 
their ‘Multiflash’ sea water distillation plants at Kuwait, Persian 
Gulf. The installation for the Kuwait Oil Company Ltd., will be at 
Mina-el-Ahmadi, and will consist of a single 21-stage plant measur- 
ing S58ft. long, 19ft. 6in. wide and 18ft. high with an output of 
600,000 imperial gallons of fresh water a day. Erection of the new 
installation is to be completed in November - only 43 weeks from 
the date of order—with its commissioning a month later. 


Township for Kuwait 


Middlesex Prefabricated Buildings, a subsidiary of J. E. Lesser 
(Holdings) of Hounslow, has been awarded a contract worth 
£150,000 by General Transportation Enterprises, of Kuwait, for 
the supply and erection of a miniature township there. This will 
comprise living quarters, workshops, warehouses and amenity 
buildings, together with furniture and ancillary equipment, the latter 
to be supplied by Glenhili (Office Furniture), another company in 
the ‘Jel’ group. 


Extrusion Presses for Western Germany 


The Loewy Engineering Co. of Bournemouth, has received 
orders from Western Germany, valued at £500,000 for three ex- 
trusion presses for the production of tubes and profiles. The presses 
will be supplied with Loewy “Magnethermic” induction billet 
heaters. 


Motor Graders and Dumpers for Argentina and Malaya 


Aveling-Barford Ltd., Grantham, announced recently two orders 
for their road rollers, motor graders and dumpers to the value 
of £500,000. 106 machines of all three types are to be 
supplied to the Public Works Department, Malaya, and seventeen 
to Marengo S.A., largest civil engineering contractor in the 
Argentine. Competition from American, German and Japanese 
manufacturers has been intense. Aveling-Barford was one of the 
companies referred to by the Earl of Dundee, Minister without 
Portfolio, during a visit to Grantham during May to open a new 
factory, as a regular exporter of 80 per cent. of production, in a 
town that as a whole, sends some 55 per cent. of its output overseas. 


Sugar Plant Factory for South Africa 


The Hulett Group, South Africa, has placed an order with W. H. 
Allen Sons & Co. of Bedford, for a condensing turbo-alternator 
which will provide power for one of its sugar factories on the 
Triangle sugar estate, Rhodesia. With an output of 3,000 kW, the 
plant will comprise an Allen steam turbine running at 6,000 r.p.m. 
driving through Allen-Stoekicht epicyclic speed-reduction gearing, 
a Mather and Platt totally enclosed water-cooled alternator at 
1,500 r.p.m.

Mr. Erroll continued: ‘It is always encouraging to hear of firms 
such as yours that are aware of the vital importance to this country 
of continuing expansion in our export trade.

Formed in 1934 the company has expanded so rapidly, particu- 
larly in recent years, that in order to increase production and 
improve delivery schedules a new factory costing over £500,000 is 
being built at Stone. A 90-acre site has been purchased for this 
expansion, and 30 acres are currently being developed. The new 


factory, one of the most modern in the Midlands, will have a floor 
area of 150,000 sq. ft. 


During the past five years, their scientific glassware has been 
exported to over 100 countries. During 1960 export sales were almost 
24 times greater than the 1955 total. 


The company have exclusive distributors selling their scientific 
glassware in 20 different countries.

Among new items exhibited this year is a steady state distribution 
machine. This machine represents an important development in the 
continuous preparation of materials hitherto difficult to separate, 
and in research dealing with compounds of natural origin. 


The steady state distribution machine is the first to be developed 
and marketed from the newly-formed Instruments Division of 
Quickfit & Quartz at Abingdon, Berkshire. 


Quickfit have an eye on the expanding market, both at home and 
overseas, for automation and instrumentation in laboratory appara- 
tus, and they have set up the new division as a research and 
development unit for production of automatic instruments for the 
chemical sciences.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament 


Tuesday July 4 
Duty Free Imports into the UK 


In the House of Lords a member asked if H.M. Government 
would give the percentage value of all imports duty free to total 
value of annual imports into the United Kingdom, the United States, 
France, Germany, Italy, Holland, and Belgium. 

Replying Lord Dundee said : 

‘The proportion of the value of total imports which entered 
the United Kingdom free of duty in 1959 is estimated to have been 
between 55 and 60 per cent. In the same year the proportion of 
imports into the United States which entered duty free was 39 
per cent, (as shown in the Statistical Abstract of the U.S.A. for 
1960). I am not aware of any similar information for France, 
Germany, Italy, Holland or Belgium’. 


Exports to Common Market Countries 


Asked to what extent the exports of the United Kingdom to the 
Common Market countries had increased in value and percentage in 
1960 and 1961 as compared with exports to the rest of the world, 


Mr. Maudling said that the following figures would be circulated in 
Hansard:

Employment in the North East 
Several questions were put to the President about the provision of 


new industries in the north-east to arrest the migration of young 
persons from the area. 


In reply Mr. Maudling referred to a statement by the Minister of 
Labour on June 26, who said that the Government, through their 
distribution of industry policy, were encouraging firms to develop in 
parts of the country where unemployment was relatively high and 
discouraging firms in already congested areas. “The number of new jobs 
at present in prospect in the North East is 21,000, including 10,000 
in the development districts, Mr. Maudling added. ‘The projects 
giving rise to these jobs extend over all the main areas of unemploy- 
ment in County Durham, including West Durham. They should provide 
opportunities of suitable work both for the skilled workers now 


unemployed, and for young persons, and thus help in reducing 
migration from the area.’ 


Friday July 7 
International Standard Paper Sizes 


The President was asked in view of the urgent need to promote 
exports, what action was being taken to secure the jadoption 
throughout British industry of the international standard paper 
sizes, and particularly of the A.4 size for trade literature. 


In reply, Mr. Maudling said: ‘I am advised that there are some 
important export markets in which it is not customary to use 
the sizes which my hon. Friend mentions. Individual firms must 
therefore be left to decide what size will best meet their particular 
needs but I believe that the importance of suiting the overseas 
customer's convenience in this respect is increasingly recognized. 
The great majority of Government Departments are, as they use 
up stocks, already adopting the new standard sizes for their 
correspondence.’ 


Official Entry into Private and Landed property 


Asked how many officials of his department were authorized to 
enter private residential and landed property without the necessity 
of obtaining the owner’s or occupier’s permission, Mr. Maudling 
said: “There are no officials of the Board of Trade authorized to 
enter private residential and landed property where no business 
is carried on, but forty-five officials are authorized to enter and 
carry out inspections of undertakings for the purpose of enforcing 
Orders made under the Defence (General) Regulations, 1939.’ 


Dumped Imports of Barley 


In reply to a question about dumped imports of barley, Mr. 
Maudling said that he had now sufficiently completed his discussions 
with the countries currently exporting barley to this market at 
dumped or subsidized prices to take a decision. The discussions had 
been based on the need to establish a landed duty paid price of not 
less than £20 a ton for barley imported into the United Kingdom. 


The Soviet authorities had given a firm assurance that no new 


contracts would be made at a landed price of less than £20 a ton 
duty paid. 


Sales from the new crop in Australia would not be made in the 
next few months and old crop supplies were almost exhausted; the 
French authorities had agreed as an interim measure not to make 
further sales beyond existing contracts. Mr. Maudling said that he 
was discussing with both countries the minimum price at which 
contracts might be placed when sales were resumed. 


No supplies had come in from West Germany, and the quanti- 
ties exported from the United States were negligible. In those cir- 
cumstances, he did not consider it necessary to impose duties under 
the Customs Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957. However, 
a close watch on imports of barley would be kept, and if in future, 
sales from any source were made at below a landed duty paid price 
of £20 per ton and were dumped or subsidized, he would not 


hesitate, failing equivalent assurances, to impose the appropriate 
duties. 


Tuesday July 11 


Anglo-Polish Invisible Trade 


The President was asked how many Polish government-con- 
trolled organizations operated in the United Kingdom concerned 
with the provision of banking, shipping and insurance services; 
what corresponding British offices were at present operating in 
Poland; and what contribution this imbalance made towards the 
deterioration in the value of United Kingdom invisible exports 
to which he had drawn attention. 


Mr. Maudling replied that there was no branch of any Polish 
bank in the United Kingdom. There was one Polish office in the 
United Kingdom which dealt with shipping and insurance, and 
two British offices dealing with these services in Poland. There was 
no relationship between the mumber of organizations and the 


balance of payments on invisible account between the two 
countries. | 


Pottery Exports 


The President was asked what recent action had been taken to 
assist the pottery industry; if he was satisfied with the amount of 
exports; and what further steps he proposed to take to increase 
exports of all forms of ceramics. Mr. Maudling replied that the 
output of the pottery industry in 1960 and so far in 1961 had been 
increasing, and it continued to have an excellent export record. 
The Board of Trade export services were freely available to the 
industry and he was always ready to do what he could to help.

Anti-Dumping Legislation 

The President was asked whether, in view of the undue lowering 
of Farm Commodity Prices as a result of dumping from overseas 
which resulted in a higher level of Government expenditure on the 
farm price guarantees, he would introduce legislation to amend the 
Customs Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957, so as to remove 
the burden of the proof of dumping from the home producers of 
food, since the evidence of dumping was in each case already avail- 
able in his department. 


Mr. Maudling replied: “No Sir. Before action can be taken 
under the Customs Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957, the 
Board of Trade must establish not only that dumping or subsidisa- 
tion is taking place but that this is causing or threatening material 
injury to a domestic industry and that action would be in the 
national interest. It would not be in accordance with our inter- 
national obligations to disregard the criterion of actual or threat- 
ened material injury to an industry, and it is reasonable that the 
industry which believes itself subject to such injury, actual or 
threatened, should be required to take the initiative in applying for 
action to be taken and establishing a prima facie case. 

When a prima facie case of dumping or subsidy and injury has 
been established, the Board is always ready to make the further 
detailed inquiries that are needed before a case for taking action 
under the legislation can be made out. But it would be imprac- 
ticable for the Board of Trade to provide itself as a matter of 
routine in all possible cases with information that would indicate 
the existence of dumping or subsidisation.’ 


Anti-Dumping Duties 

In reply to a question Mr. Maudling said that the Board of 
Trade had at present six applications for anti-dumping duties 
which they had advertised as being under consideration.

Representations on Dumping 

The President was asked to what extent it was his policy, in 
reaching a decision to take action under the Customs Duties 
(Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957 to await formal applications 
for an anti-dumping duty by representatives of established industry 
in the United Kingdom threatened with material injury; and if that 
consideration was responsible for the delay in dealing with dumped 
supplies of Barley from Russia and France. 

Mr. Maudling said in reply: ‘Before taking action 
under the Customs Duties (Dumping and Subsidiaries) Act, 1957 
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the Board of Trade must be satisfied that dumped or subsidised 
imports are causing or threatening material injury to an industry. 
Evidence of material injury can normally come only from the 
industry, to whom I must look for some initiative in providing it..’ 


Balance of Trade 


A member asked the President since the trade gap for May 
was £82 millions, compared with £24 millions in April, and was 
the largest since October, 1960, and since exports to the United 
States for 1960 were £322 millions, a fall of 10 per cent. 
on 1959 while imports were £567 millions, an increase of 53 per 
cent. on 1959, what new steps he was taking to restrict imports 
from the United States, particularly of tobacco, so as to help 
the balance of trade. 


Mr. Maudling replied: ‘I do not think that we should attempt 
to draw conclusions from one month’s figures or to consider the 
balance of our trade in terms of exports to and imports from any 
particular country. We must seek the remedy for our present 
problems in the expansion of exports rather than the restrictions 
of imports.’ 


Duty Free Imports 

A member asked the President which of the principal raw 
materials used by British industry, and now imported duty free, 
would bear an import duty under the common external tariff of 
the European Common Market; and what was the rate of duty in 
each case. 

Mr. Maudling replied that unwrought aluminium, woodpulp and 
newsprint, on which the common tariff was 10 per cent., 6 per 
cent., and 7 per cent., respectively, were the principal raw materials 
which were dutiable under the common tariff and which entered 
the United Kingdom free of duty from all sources. 


Exports to Commonwealth & E.E.C. 


The President was asked if he would state the latest figures since 
the beginnig of 1961 of total exports to Commonwealth countries 
and the countries of the Six, respectively. 

Mr. Maudling replied that exports (including re-exports) to 
Commonwealth countries and to Common Market countries (ex- 
cluding dependencies) for the first five months of 1961 were £661 
miliion and £273 million respectively. 


Film Imports 


The President was asked how many films had been imported 
from the countries of the Common Market into Great Britain 
in each of the last five years; how many British films had been 
exported to these countries; and how these figures compared with 
film imports and exports between Great Britain and the countries 
of the Commonwealth. 

Mr. Maudling replied: “The numbers of long films originating 
in Common Market countries and registered at the Board of Trade 
in each of the five years ending March 31, 1961 were 72, 66, 56, 
69 and 83 respectively. Similar figures for films made in Common- 
wealth countries are 9, 6, 4, 9 and 2. 

Parallel information about the number of British films imported 
by the various Common Market and Comonwealth countries is 
now available.’

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Ophthalmic Industry’s 


SPEAKING AT THE Opening of the British Ophthalmic Trade 
Fair at the Royal Albert Hall, London, on July 4, Mr. F. J. Erroll, 
Minister of State, Board of Trade, said that the ophthalmic industry 
had every reason to be proud of the manner in which it had 
grown and prospered during the past fifty years. It had made a real 
and important contribution to our national prosperity and our 
standard of living. Whereas before the first world war almost all 
the spectacle lenses and frames used in this country had to be 
imported, today the supply was in no way dependent on imported 
goods, and the industry had an export trade which was making a 
useful contribution to our overseas earnings. 

‘As Minister of State at the Board of Trade, with particular 
responsibilities for fostering our export trade, I need make no 
apology for referring today to the need for a sizeable and lasting 
increase in our exports from the United Kingdom’, Mr. Erroll said. 
‘The world does not owe us a living. All the food for our people 
and raw materials for our industries which we need from abroad 
~and the quantities of both are enormous—we have to pay for, 
principally by means of our exports of our manufactured products. 
Each and every industry has its part to play. Some, however, are 
more advantageously placed than others. We live in a changing 
world, and we must expect, as the economies of other countries 
develop, that the pattern of our overseas trade will change. We 
cannot rely upon paying our way solely or mainly by the earnings 
of a few traditional export industries. Instead we must look to 
every industry and every manufacturer to seek out and exploit 
whatever opportunities there may be for selling goods overseas.’ 

Appealing for still more exports, Mr. Erroll said that many 
thousands of manufacturers of all kinds of goods all over the 
country had found that exporting was profitable, as well as being 
a national necessity. There were innumerable openings all over the 
world for the vigorous and the resourceful, and he was sure they 
would agree that their industry has at least its fair share of 
enterprise. 

‘Exporting does, of course, present its problems,’ Mr. Erroll 
added. “The Government fully realize that, especially for manu- 
facturers who may be contemplating export for the first time, there

may be difficulties and uncertainties. Accordingly, we provide a wide 
range of services to help the exporter to overcome them. The actual 
business of going out and selling is something which the government 
thinks is best left for industry and commerce, but we can do a lot 
to help to smooth the path of the exporter. Our aim is to help the 
individual firm with its individual problems, so as to increase exports 
in the national interest. We can guide the individual firm and 
advise him on the most promising markets for his products. The 
service is world-wide, but nevertheless we do take the very greatest 
care to see that each inquirier has his particular needs met, though 
we do recommend that if at all possible the United Kingdom prin- 
cipal should visit the country to see the nominees personally before 
making a decision. 

‘Our services extend also to helping the United Kingdom 
businessman when he visits overseas markets. There are over 200 
posts abroad who will be only too pleased to help you if you will 
get in touch with us, or them.’ 

The Fair and its Associated Congresses have attracted large 
numbers of people connected with the industry from abroad. For 
instance, one firm, Combined Optical Industries, Ltd., manufacturers 
of plastic optical lenses had more than thirty of their overseas agents 
at the exhibition and the Congresses. They came from the United 
States, Belgium, Holland, Germany, Scandinavia, Switzerland, 
Rhodesia, and Kenya. 

Speaking to many of the exhibitors at the Albert Hall a Board of 
Trade Journal representative gleaned that although only materials 
and goods of British manufacture were shown, the interest shown 
by overseas visitors was tremendous. In the first two days of the 
fair more than 500 oveseas visitors had circulated among the 90 
exhibitors. More than a thousand overseas visitors visited the exhibi- 
tion before it closed on July 7. 

To quote an official of the Information Council of the Optical 
Industry, ‘The large number of overseas visitors is a point that 
invites particular emphasis, and is evidence of the British 
ophthalmic optical industry's capacity and determination to respond 
to the Government’s exhortation to expand British exports.’

Many British firms who cater for the ophthalmic optical manu- 
facturers were represented at the Albert Hall. They included 
Chance-Pilkington Optical Works controlled by the glass-making 
firm Pilkington Brothers Ltd.; Johnson, Matthey and Company 
Ltd., who have long supplied the raw materials used in producing 
British frames and components. 

Among the plastics suppliers who serve British spectacle frame 
makers were Bx Plastics Ltd.; British Celanese Ltd. and M. and B. 
Plastics Ltd. Also presenting their new ‘Trifocal’ or ‘Multifocal’ lens 
were the British firm which first put on the market a range of plastic 
ophthalmic lenses, now internationally known as ‘Igard’ and which 
have been adapted by the makers to a wide range of seeing aids. 

British prescription manufacturers were also strongly represented 
at the Trade Fair. Numerically they are the largest section of the 
industry, and visitors were interested to compare products and 
facilities offered by these firms varying in size from the relatively 
small, specialized concern to the large company employing 200 
people or more.

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Planning a Visit to the United States 


by R. Arculus, First Secretary (Commercial) at the British Embassy, Washington 


0 YOU ARE ABOUT to visit the United States . . . . and, if I 
S may say sO, you are very wise to come and see for yourself 

what opportunities this great market has to offer you. Many 
more businessmen are coming here than ever before, but this is a 
vast country and, even after a decade of ‘dollar-drive’, there are 
still many areas where representatives or agents of British firms 
are never seen. What follows is designed to help to make your 
visit a success. 


A visit to the United States is not to be undertaken lightly. 
Adequate preparation is the key to its success—especially if it is a 
first visit. Without preparation time and money may be wasted, and 
trade opportunities and the right contacts may remain undiscovered. 
Fortunately, a wealth of information about the United States market 
is available at home to the exporter who plans ahead. 


First of all, may I commend to you the little booklet Hints to 
Business Men Visiting the United States of America, (The Export 
Services Branch of the Board of Trade will be glad to give you a 
copy.) It covers a great many questions, from tips on travel and 
clothing to details of the principal United States regulations affecting 
United Kingdom trade sales methods used in the United States, credit 
arrangements, etc. Reading it may provoke further questions which 
you would take up with the Board of Trade. In any case, I strongly 
advise you to discuss your trip with them (either at one of their 
Regional Offices or at the Export Services Branch in London), They 
have much market information always available and receive a con- 
stant flow of infermation, and, whenever necessary, they can refer 
your general or detailed questions to the appropriate commercial 
officer in the United States. 


This preparation will ensure that you are not taken unawares by, 
for example, special requirements in packaging or local taste, pro- 
visions of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act or other regulations, 
tariff or customs requirements, differences in local nomenclature, 
varying conditions in different States and so on, 


If you want another opinion in advance on whether your product 
(and I am thinking here mainly of consumer goods) is suitable for 
the United States market, or needs some fresh presentation or 
packaging, you could well consult the London buying houses of the 
United States department stores whose job it. is to know what is 
wanted in the United States’ markets. (The Export Services Branch 
can provide a list of these houses.) 


Help from British Commercial Officers 


One great advantage we have over our competitors in this market 
is that we have commercial representatives in a score of posts 
throughout the United States. They cover all the main marketing 
areas. Any of these posts can be alerted in advance of your visit 
and all will be delighted to see you. In some of the remoter areas 
especially, British business visitors are all too rare. At each post 
you will find commercial officers whose sole function is to give local 
advice to business men. They will know their city well and probably 
will have recently visited other towns in their district where it might 
be profitable for you to make contacts. In all, these posts cover 
the whole of this vast complex of markets more thoroughly than 
any other commercial diplomatic service. So do call at our posts 
and make use of their knowledge. 

In what ways can the British commercial representatives in 
the United States help you? Specifically, we can: 

(a) provide general market information; 

(b) seek local trade reactions to particular products; 

(c) contact potential agents and identify those interested in your 

product; and 

(d) advise whether a local firm is a suitable connection for you. 

If you have run into difficulties in tackling this market we may be 
able to suggest remedies. 

Generally, we can help you with suggestions, leads and contacts 
in the light of experience gained in handling the many trade 
inquiries we receive. Naturally, if we have advance notice of your 


visit, and full details of your product and needs, we can give you 
better service. We can, for example, obtain reports from our 
posts in different regions which may give useful indications of the 
best market for your product. Some of this preparatory work may 
take time, especially agency inquiries. So, particularly if your 
purpose is to follow up an agency inquiry which has already 
been put to us (through the Export Services Branch of the Board 
of Trade), please remember that for us to find a suitable agent 
requires a careful search and good results cannot be obtained at 
short notice. So give us as much time to prepare for your visit as 


you can. 


If by any chance your plans or itinerary are changed, please let 
us know in order that any arrangements or appointments made in 
advance can be changed. This is a courtesy which we, and our 
American contacts, appreciate. 


Points to note 


Previous business visitors have found that the following points 

are worth bearing in mind: 

(a) suitable and proper coverage of the United States by agents 
or representatives is important; the country may be split for 
these purposes into, say, four regions — Atlantic seaboard, 
Middle West, Pacific Coast, and South and South-West. Firms 
often find it best to concentrate on establishing a firm base 
in one area to begin with; but if one begins with an agent 
or representative, say in New York, it may lead to difficul- 
ties later on in appointing regional representatives if nation- 
wide coverage has already been given to the first agent; 

(b) if a product goes well, quick exploitation will be necessary, 
and this will require stocks at suitable points for rapid distri- 
bution; séme United Kingdom exporters have been surprised 
at the extent of their success in this market, and have found 
that their sales efforts have been frustrated by insufficient 
stocks or even production to meet demand; 

(c) visitors should be armed with full information on c.i.f. and 
f.o.b. prices (in dollars), delivery dates and production, and 
on the precise terms to be offered to agents or representatives; 

(d) travel schedules should be elastic to allow for following 
up leads or profiting by favourable opportunities which occur; 
allowance must be made for the long distances in the United 
States; and 

(e) if security clearances are required, plenty of advance notice 
is needed (see Hints to Business Men, page 25). 


Setting up a subsidiary 

It may be that during your visit you intend to explore the possi- 
bility of setting up a subsidiary company in the United States. Many 
British firms, large and small, operate here in that way, a number 
of them in New York. If this is what you have in mind you will 
need legal advice on the provisions for registration, which vary 
in th> different States, and on questions of taxation. You will also 
need to consider the provision of office, warehouse or factory space, 
office equipment, staff, travel expenses, insurance, customs arrange- 
ments and incidentals. United Kingdom costs for some of these may 
be no guide to the costs in the United States. 


The Board of Trade may be able to advise on some of the 
questions that will arise, and as necessary can refer to our commer- 
cial representatives throughout the United States. They in turn can 
provide up-to-date information which will help you to estimate such 
items as rents, salaries, legal fees, travelling expenses, insurance, 
office incidentals, etc. They can also advise on legal and audit fees 
and customs brokerage charges, Others in London who may be able 
to give you useful preliminary advice are the Federation of British 
Industries, the Western Hemisphere Exports Council, trade associa- 
tions and chambers of commerce. 


_You may well find that the estimated operating cost looks very 
high by British standards. A substantial volume of business is

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F.B.I. Mission to Malaya Sees Opportunities and Dangers 


THE REPORT of the United Kingdom Trade Delegation to 
South East Asia which was published on June 29, 1961,* was 
discussed in the Board of Trade Journal of July 7, 1961 (pages 
28 and 29). 

Extracts from the concluding paragraphs of the report of the 
mission which went to the Federation of Malaya and Singapore 
are printed below. Extracts from the reports of the other three 
missrons will follow in later issues of the Board of Trade Journal. 


Federation of Malaya and Singapore: 

‘Britain can undoubtedly retain a proper share of these expanding 
markets, helped by traditional goodwill, which still exists in 
abundance, and an acknowledgment of British quality. But it is our 
opinion that this trade can be preserved only if the requirements 
of these new growing States are studied afresh in the light of 
changed conditions and the intensive foreign competition which 
independence has helped to introduce. 


‘The Malayan market has changed substantially in the last seven 
years and buyers of consumer goods have become more selective. 
It is clear that British manufacturers have not risen to the challenge 
of the change in the market which followed Independence, neither 
do they appear to be prepared to meet the challenge of the future. 
The guality of British goods is undoubted but in many products 
price is the more important factor. We were often advised that 
we should attempt to be more competitive in the lower priced con- 
sumer markets. On the other hand, a further valid point which 
was raised, and which is admittedly difficult to reconcile with this, 
is the need to adapt designs to local conditions. 


‘Special attention should be paid to (a) advertising tailored to the 
country — especially language, (b) market research and design to 
suit the market. (c) firm delivery dates, (d) firm prices. 

‘Many of the comments on consumer goods apply to heavy equip-

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ment. Speed in making quotations is vital. More important even 
than price is a delivery date which even if long will be kept. A 
broken delivery date is bad enough but one which is unannounced 
and unexplained can do irreparable harm. 


‘Whilst we cannot dispute our lost opportunities, we must be 
alive to the promise of the future. It is a future in which British 
industry can play an increasingly important part in the development 
of two countries which are clear in their plans for the future. 
The faults of the past few years must be corrected, but above all, 
we must place ourselves in a position to be of assistance as 
development gathers momentum. Our quality and standards may 
be higher than our competitors but price, design and delivery 
must also be better. The development plans offer scope for capital 
goods and services, construction and technical training, whilst the 
market for consumer goods is growing rapidly with increased 
living standards and greater prosperity.’

Business Visitors to Argentina Liable to Income Tax 


OWING to a misinterpretation of the appropriate regulations it 
was reported in the Board of Trade Journal for May 12, 1961, page 
1167, that under Argentine General Resolution No. 698 of April 
13, visitors to Argentina holding business visas were no longer liable 
to Argentine income tax. 


In fact the Resolution only provides that such a visitor is no 
longer required to obtain a certificate certifying that he does not 
owe tax before he can leave the country; he is still liable to income 
tax for the duration of his stay.

required to justify this. Nevertheless a number of British firms find 
it worth while to have United States subsidiaries and these serve 
them well. The average American buyer generally prefers close 
contact with his supplier and that is why having your own company 
in the United States is a great advantage. It is, of course, a major 
step to take and one which will need going into carefully on the 
spot if you conclude from preliminary inquiries that this is what 
your firm needs. 


Conclusion 


To sum up: this market is a vast and challenging one. American 
industry is expanding and looking all the time for new ideas. The 
American consumer - and the population is increasing fast - has 
plenty to spend on goods other than essentials. There are endless 
opportunities especially for anything new, novel, smart or of out- 
Standing design. 


The reputation which British goods built up in the past for quality 
and reliability still holds, at least in some fields, and gives us a real 
advantage. On the other hand, a reputation for unreliability in e.g. 
delivery dates, meeting specifications, provision of spare parts, 1s 
only too easy to acquire - and once acquired, is most difficult to 
shake off. A few unfortunate cases can give a whole industry a bad 
name. 


Do not be discouraged by the manifestations of ‘buy American- 
ism’ which have accompanied the recession here. They have not 
developed into a regular campaign, and the economy is picking up 
again. The United States economy has proved its resilience in the 
past and its people are very resourceful and energetic. Why not come 
and see for yourself? There is plenty of good business to be done.

SOUTH KOREA 
Regulations on Processing of Imported Materials 


THE MINISTRY Of Commerce and Industry of the Government of 
the Republic of Korea issued regulations on June 15, 1961, providing 
for the processing of imported materials under bond for re-export. The 
main points are as follows: 


(1) The foreign consignor of the imported materials must retain title to 
them during the processing and also to the finished articles. He will also be 
responsible for the latter’s re-export and marketing abroad; 

(2) processing charges and other expenses such as freight, insurance and 
warehousing charges may be paid to the processor either in foreign exchange 
or in kind; 

(3) restrictions under the private trade programme will not be applied 
either to the imported raw materials or to the re-exported products. The 
importation of materials which are already produced domestically will 
however be discouraged as far as possible; 

(4) processing under bond will be permitted only in especially licensed 
plants. Licences will not be issued when any damage is likely to be caused to 

existing export industries; 

(5) customs duties and commodity and turnover taxes will be waived on the 
imported materials and firms engaged in the business will enjoy a 30 per cent. 
reduction in corporation and income taxes; 

(6) the aim is primarily to encourage Korean firms to enter into manu- 
facturing agreements with foreign suppliers.
